Thus, the registered vote, 
344,459, represents 62%. Thus 38% of the population is not 


registered. 

In the County Exec. race only 80,233 or 24% of the registered 
voters (344,459) voted democratic. Newark accounted for 7% of 
hat democratic vote. East Orange accounted for 3% of that 
Democrati te. nge accounted 1% of that Democratic 
vote.
